troulable Preſumption of Right, thereby abſolutely Secure, and 


utterly fearleſs of Diſpoſſeſſion, ſtands free to imbibe all the moſt 


peroicious Principles, and from thence to give a looſe to every ex- 
orhitant Luſt of Power, that ſhall prompt him to break in upon 
the whole Right of the People, and the whole Frame of Govern- 
ment, in Gratification to that Luſt, - Thus what does this chime- 
rical Notion of unalterable Succeſſion amount to leſs, then that 
the Almighty Founder of Order and Harmony, that ſets up Kings, 
as the ſupreme Miniſters of Juſtice, and Nurſing- Fathers to their 
People, his own Vicegerents, and even the neareſt Image of him- 
ſelf; is here ſuppoſed to convey down to Crown'd Heads that 
unaccountable Divine Right, a pure Emanation from himſelf, as ſhall 
deſtroy his own imended Fabrick of Majeſty, to the utter Defacing 
of his own true Image, whenever the headlong Adminiſtration 
of Oppreſſion and Tyranny ſhall think fit to Obliterate the whole 
Lineaments of the Divinity. 


IF theſe over-nice Scrupuliſts want a lawful Bar to the Su- 


ceſſion; What do they think of Iaeotiſim or Lanacy? If a natural 


Incapacity of Regal Adminiſtration, in ſuch a Caſe, may juſtly 


exclude a next Heir, Shall not a Political one equally warrant an 
Excluſion ? If the whole Community, for the publick Preſervati- 
on, may with Juſtice refuſe the Reins of an Eſtabliſh'd Govern- 
ment, to a Hand too weak to hold them, Are they ſuch Criminals in 
denying them to the Hand that will tear them to pieces; the Depra- 
vity of Right Reaſon being unqueſt ionably more dreadful at the 
Helm of Power then the Deprivation of it? We Tremble before 
a Reigning Nero, when we Pity a Grazing Nebuchadnezar ; the 
Brutality of the ficſt being infigſtely more Terrible then that of 
the laſt. 

IF the legal Poſſeſſor of the Crown, in Concurrence with a 
whole Kingdom, cannot divert the Deſcent from the next of 
Blood without a manifeſt Violation of a Right, derived all from 


GOD; then under the ſame Oligation of Juſtice, as they cannot 


diveſt him of the Crown, neither can they ſtrip a Jewel from it: 
'Tis Robbery to Pillage a Portico; and tis but Robbery to Ran- 
{ack a whole Palace, And what's the diſmal Conſequence of this 
Poſition, but that every Branch of the preſent Engliſb Liberties, 
obtained in favour of the Subject, by the leaſt Retrenchment from 
the Original exorbitant Power of Majeſty, ſome of them the dear 
bought Purchaſe of Exgliſb Blood, and all of them the moſt ſo- 


lemn Eſtabliſhment of the whole Legiſlative Authority; are only 


a waſte- paper Bundle of Records, that expired with the Gene- 
ration that made them; for the Poſſeſſor cannot bind the Succeſ- 
ſor. Thus, by one ſingle Blaſt from the Mouth of Divine Right, 
the whole Human Oracles from St. Stephens Chappel are as utterly 
confounded as the Languages at Babel. Nay, from this Hy pothe-

Nay, and upon Occaſion ſtand up in Defence of their juſt Right, as 
being no more than what we ſee every Day paid even to a Few, living 
under the ſame, tho? not ſo formal a Toleration amongſt us. And this 
more Sociable Temper naturally entitles them to a larger Portion of 
that Diviner Virtue, Chriſtian Charity, which undoubtedly does, and 
ought to recommend to ſo much the nearer Favour both of Hzaven, 
and Heaven's VICEGERENT. ;

To ſum up the Merits of this Spirit of Perverſeneſs between us, let 
me take the Freedom of this plain bold Truth, in averring, There is 
not that hot Party Man of either ſide, that is not a Knave, a Fool, or 
a Madman. A Knave (if that Word will reach him) if he's the Au- 
thor of the Falſities and Forgeries thrown upon his Adverſary : And 
the Fool, or the Madman, if he belitves them. "i 

And now give me leave to Conclude with this hearty Wiſh, That 
all Eyes may once be open'd, and that Right Reaſon may one Day Rule 


the World; when in the general Recovery of our Senſes, we ſhall not 
only diſſipate, on the weaker fide, all our groundleſs Fears of Imag i- 


nary Dangers; but likewiſe, on the other ſide, aboliſh the whole Hypo- 


_eriſy of pretended Fears, and then, tis to be hop'd, we ſhall ſee che Day, 


when the beſt of PRINCES ſhall be ſerv'd by the beſt of Sus jc 
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
